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AFTER spending the past two 
Christmases apart, this year’s 
celebration will be extra special 
for the reunited Addington family. 

For the past two years, minister Nick 
Addington and his children Natasha, 
15, and Nathan, 12, have had only one 
item topping their Christmas wish list - 
that wife and mother lane and baby 
sister Sarah could win a protracted legal 
battle in India and finally join them. 

Now it has proved to be third Christmas 
lucky for the family as Jane and Sarah, 5, were 
at last able to return to the UK at the end of 
October. 

Nick arrived in the UK in July 2009, after 
spending nearly 13 years working as a cardiac 
technician at a Christian hospital in India, and 
took over as pastoral leader at the Church in 
the Field group based in Kedington. 

His wife, Jane, remained at their Indian 
home in Chandigarh, north of Delhi, 
continuing the legal battle which has gone on 
for almost five years to adopt Sarah, who has 
been living with the family since she was five 
days old. 

The couple started adoption proceedings as 
soon as they began caring for Sarah, whose 
unmarried mother was unable to keep her. 
However, their efforts have been mired in 
bureaucracy. Even though they won legal 
guardianship of Sarah in 2010 and had been 
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able to get her a passport, the wait for a visa, 
which was expected to take up to two months, 
turned out to be even longer. 

After their first visa application was declined, 
the Addingtons had to attend an immigration 
tribunal in London, where the decision was 
overturned and the family was finally reunited 
when Jane and Sarah arrived at their home in 
Hundon. 

Nick said: “It will only be an ordinary 
Christmas really, but it will be special because 
we are all together. We had a big celebration for 
Sarah’s birthday on November 19 for all the 
family and friends who have prayed with us 
over the past five years. 

“Sarah has adjusted very well; she has done 
half a term at Kedington Primary School and 
she is very happy there. I think it is probably 
more fun than school is in India. She is just 
lovely. The impression one gets is that she 
would be happy anywhere that Nathan, 
Natasha, Jane and I are. The children have been 
very good, not least Nathan who does not mind 
when Sarah wakes him up in the night. They 
just love her being here. 

“We look back on it and talk about things like 
when Jane used to tell Nathan off over Skype. At 
the end of the day we always believed that God 
had brought Sarah to us and God did come up 
trumps in the end.”

He is charged with raping a woman in 
Haverhill on June 18 this year, as well as 
falsely imprisoning a woman and sexually 
assaulting a woman at Haverhill on the same 
date.

A FLY-TIPPER has 
been slammed by 
environmental 
health chiefs for 
dumping dangerous 
prescription drugs in 
a country lane. 

The medication 
abandoned by John 
Williams in New Road, 
Shudy Camps, could 
have been picked up by 
children and would 
have been potentially 
harmful to human 
health, according to 
pharmacists. 

The 37-year-old, of 
Stockley Close, Haver¬ 
hill, was fined £2,500 
when he appeared at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court and was ordered 
to pay £615 costs. 

He did not appear 
before justices but the 
case was found against 
him in his absence. 

In an interview with 
investigators, he had 
admitted dumping one 


bag containing the 
prescription drugs, and 
two more filled with 
rubbish. 

Cllr Sue Ellington, 
South Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s 
environmental health 
chief, said the 
consequences of 
Williams’ actions could 
have been terrible. 

She said: “Dumping 
waste is a mindless act 
that blights our rural 
landscape, but on this 


occasion could have 
proved to be dangerous 
for anyone who 
stumbled upon the 
discarded drugs. 

“Packets of pills can 
look very inviting to 
children and could 
have caused problems 
for wildlife. 

“I must praise our 
health protection 
teams who act swiftly 
when fly-tipping is 
spotted and we are 
stamping down on this 


type of offence.” 

She added: “We 
always urge people to 
report waste that has 
been fly-tipped as soon 
as possible and if you 
catch someone in the 
act please report the 
details to the police 
immediately. 

“Our message is that 
fly-tipping will not be 
tolerated and you will 
pay a heavy price if 
you ignore the 
warnings.”

However, Christine 
Murgatroyd said as the application had gone in 
on December 14, with only 21 days to lodge 
objections, it would be impossible to arrange a 
meeting in time over the Christmas period. 

She was also concerned that the plans 
submitted were different to the draft ones 
produced before by the company, meaning the 
new homes would now directly overlook existing 
houses. 

She said: “The plans at the town council 


meeting showed the houses behind us, sideways 
on, with no windows overlooking us and we 
were told the would graduate the land. Now they 
have turned the houses round 90 degrees and 
they are going to remain at a high level, so that 
we will be overlooked by both upstairs and 
downstairs windows of these houses. 

“We know we are not going to get this 
development stopped, but it is what they are 
putting there. It seems they have been a bit sly in 
putting their application in just before 
Christmas. There is no way we can organise a 
meeting now. It will seem as if no-one has 
objected, but the effect on the eight homes 
nearest to it will be absolutely horrendous. A big 
development like this should not have been 
considered over the Christmas period.” 


A spokesman for St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council said: “We do not have any say over when 
people send their planning applications in and 
there is a statutory three-week consultation 
period. 

“However, the three-week period starts from 
when the application is advertised in the paper, 
which will not be until December 22, which 
takes the closing date to January 11. The 
planning officer says that with big, complex 
plans like this one we will always take comments 
beyond the statutory period.”

Facebook ‘riot’ 
man goes free 


DESPITE posting on 
Facebook that he might 
‘join in’ the summer riots, 
an unemployed man has 
had the charge against 
him thrown out by a 
judge. 

Raymond Chisnall, 20, posted 
on his Facebook status on 
August 9 - when rioting in 
London and elsewhere was at its 
height: “Just heard that 
Cambridge has been put on red 
alert, might go there and join in”. 

He also sent two messages to a 
friend in Cornwall saying: “It is 
only against the police, I hate 
them” and “I would never hurt 
anyone or destroy houses or 
businesses, just the police”. 

Chisnall, of Chedburgh Place, 
Haverhill, denied a charge of 


sending by a pubic 
communication network an 
offensive/menacing message 
when he appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ Court on 
Monday. 

District Judge David Cooper 
said he was not satisfied that 
Facebook could be regarded in 
law as a public communication 
network or that Chisnall had 
intended to cause offence to 
anyone. 

He said: “It is not an offence to 
hate the police. I am not at all 
satisfied that he was not just 
trying, stupidly perhaps, to 
appear big by hating the police. 
It is quite clear that he does not 
hate the police at all. 

“Facebook has nothing to do 
with the decent principles of our 
society. It is a private company, 
not funded by the public and it is 


questionable whether it is for the 
benefit of the public.” 

Sarah-Jane Atkins, prosecuting, 
said the messages were 
considered grossly offensive and 
menacing in the context of the 
riots going on across the country 
at the time. 

She added: “Now it does not 
have the same impact, but it was 
at a very sensitive time for the 
nation. The defendant intended 
his words to be offensive to the 
residents and businesses of 
Cambridge and also the police, at 
a time of national rioting.” 

Chisnall told the court: “It was 
just a laugh it is slang that we all 
use. I don’t hate the police, they 
are good people and they have 
done a lot for me. I actually get 
on with them very well. I regret 
sending it I had no intention 
whatsoever of offending anyone.” 


Sex offender is sent to crown court 


A SEX offender who 
failed to inform police 
that he had changed his 
surname has been sent 
to Crown court for 
sentence. 

Michael Duffield, 49, 
appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ 
Court on Monday after 
admitting a charge of 
failing to comply with 
the terms of the sex 
offenders’ register. 

Duffield, of Larks 
Close, Haverhill, who 
came into court in a 


wheelchair, was sent to 
Ipswich Crown Court for 
sentencing. He was 
released on bail until 
that time. 

Duffield has six con¬ 
victions for a total of 34 
offences, including a 
number of serious sexual 
offences for which he 
received an eight-year 
prison sentence in 2005. 

He has served three- 
quarters of his sentence 
and was released from 
custody last October. He 
is subject to recall until 


2013 and the rest of his 
sentence remains sus¬ 
pended. 

Paul Cammiss, defen¬ 
ding, said Duffield had 
only changed his name 
in relation to the doctor’s 
surgery and mental 
health team, but still 
used the same surname 
for gas and electricity 
bills. 

Mr Cammiss said pre¬ 
sentence reports indic¬ 
ated that a return to 
custody was not likely to 
change his client’s long 


term pattern of offen¬ 
ding. 

Judge David Cooper 
said: “His ongoing 
pattern of behaviour 
makes it difficult to 
prevent the risk of 
serious harm from him. 

“It is a pretty big 
decision to ask me to 
make about a man who 
has been sent to prison 
for eight years for very 
serious offences, and for 
that reason I am sending 
him to Crown court for 
sentence.”

Health centre 
plan scandal 

Sir, I think the proposed closure of the 
Crown Health Centre is an absolute 
scandal (‘Shock over plan to shut 
health centre’, Weekly News, 

December 15). 

According to Suffolk Primary Care 
Trust, GPs in Haverhill will be able to 
take all the consultations that the walk- 
in centre has. 

There were 22,694 consultations 
during 2010/11; this equates to 102 
consultations per day based on normal 
GPs’ working hours. 

The reason Suffolk Primary Care Trust 
says its is closing the walk-in centre is 
that it has made no difference to A&E 
attendances at our local hospitals. 
However, patients are being turned 
away from the walk-in centre when 
there are more than four people 
waiting, and being advised to go to 
A&E. This is because the walk-in 
centre operator started to use it as a GP 
surgery instead of providing the walk- 
in service. 

Suffolk PCT opened the walk-in centre 
as a temporary solution until they 
found a more suitable site which could 
accommodate an X-ray unit. 

When the walk-in centre opened the 
other GP surgeries in Haverhill opened 
longer and added their own walk-in 
clinics, although these were for only a 
few hours during the day. If the walk-in 
centre closes the GP surgeries will go 
back to shorter hours, no walk-in 
facilities and the 102 consultations per 
day currently provided at the Crown 
centre will have longer waiting times. 
GPs’ practices are private businesses 
and there will be no competition. 
Haverhill is a substantial town, and still 
expanding - why should the people of 
a town this size have to travel 20 miles 
to get to A&E? Many of the walk-in 
consultations are for young children at 
unusual times - will they be the victims 
of Suffolk PCT in the drive to cut £20m 
off its budget?

Town chosen 
for budget 
pilot scheme 


TOWN leaders have 
welcomed news that 
Haverhill has been 
chosen as one of just 14 
areas across the country 
to pioneer a pilot scheme 
aimed to slash red tape 
and save taxpayers 
millions. 

The announcement from the 
Department for Communities 
and Local Government said: 
“Haverhill will devolve a pooled 
budget to the ‘One Haverhill’ 
partnership. This will embed 
local knowledge and comm¬ 
unity influence over services.” 

Haverhill Town Council led a 
bid to be one of the pilot areas 
for the new Community Budget 
scheme, which will allow 
councils to pool their resources 
and give greater local control of 
services. 

A delegation of outgoing 
town clerk Gordon Mussett, 
One Haverhill chairman Anne 
Gower, Claire Harvey from 
Suffolk County Council, Sarah 
Howard, chairman of Haverhill 
Chamber of Commerce, and 
Henry Wilson, representing the 
voluntary sector, went to 
London to press their case last 
month, after being shortlisted 
bid for pilot scheme status. 

Anne Gower, who is also a 
county councillor, said: “I am 
absolutely delighted; this is a 
real coup for One Haverhill and 
their help is going to be 
invaluable in moving us on to 
the next stage. 

“I pay tribute to Haverhill 
Town Council for leading the 
bid and thank everyone who 
was part of the deputation for 
their contribution. We did not 
do anything fancy, we just 
spoke from the heart and I 
think our passion for the town 
came through. I think that was

what impressed them the most 
and that we are really willing to 
learn. It will really put Haverhill 
on the map.” 

Mr Mussett said: “I am really, 
really chuffed. It is a real 
opportunity for the town and 
there will be really exciting 
times ahead.” 

Mayor Maureen Byrne said: 
“This is a wonderful achieve¬ 
ment for Haverhill. It gives us a 
real opportunity to involve local 
people directly in decisions 
about local services, and 
putting all of the various 
partners’ funding in one pot 
will mean we can get the best 
possible value for money in 
what we all do. 

“I am particularly proud 
because this was the only pilot 
agreed by the Government that 
was put forward by a town 
council rather than by one of 
the bigger district or county 
councils. We think this is really 
important - community 
budgets are best placed to 
succeed if they are driven by 
public service providers that 
are closest to the people they 
serve.” 

The ONE Haverhill Board is 
an independent partnership 
made up of representatives 
from across the public, 
business, voluntary, and faith 
sectors. 

Four larger areas, Cheshire 
West and Chester, Greater 
Manchester, West London and 
Essex, have been selected to 
run a Community Budget next 
year. Haverhill is one of 10 
‘neighbourhood level’ areas 
which have been selected to 
develop smaller-scale Comm¬ 
unity Budgets over the next 
year.

I 
think it is nice because it attracts 
attention to the office.” 

St Nicholas Hospice caters for 
Haverhill and surrounding 
villages, as well as most of West 
Suffolk and Thetford. In 2008 the 
Haverhill Weekly News joined 
forces with the hospice to raise 
£40,000 in just over a year for the 
Hospice at Home appeal, which 
funded care for patients in their 
own homes.

The Grafton 
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Rationing led to creative 
cooking at Christmas

Restrictive rations led to creative cookery during the Second World War 
- and it’s something we could all learn a little from today. Food historian 
and cook Monica Askay talks to reporter Leanne Ehren at Duxford 
Imperial War Museum about cooking up Christmas during the war. 


S WAPPING eggs 
for marmalade 
and wheat flour 
for potato in your 
Christmas pudding 
doesn’t sounds 
particularly 
appetising but 
“needs must” during 
the Second World 
War. 

Being careful with food 
and prudent with 
ingredients was the way 
of life for everyone from 
1939 to 1945 however, 
families did like to make 
an event out of 
Christmas, said Monica. 

“People did want to 
make it a special occasion 
so often families would 
save up their rations to 
make it extra special and 
a lot of people would club 
together. 

“Neighbours would 
join in and create a bigger 
dinner as would families, 
especially as so many 
people were serving. 
People would have a great 
sense of community spirit 
- it’s something we could 
learn from today.” 

There was less meat, 
less dairy and according 
to the seasons a number 


of foods we take for 
granted today were 
impossible to find. 

Nothing was wasted 
and everything was 
homemade. 

Monica said: 
“Christmas dinner 
wouldn’t be the brightly 
coloured affair it is today 
The wartime one looks 
very drab and lacking in 
colour. It would be brown 
and green and sludgy 
colours.” 

And forget seeing the 
golden roasted turkey 
emerging from the oven 
with glistening juices 
erupting from it. 

“It would be mutton 
with stuffing. Or ‘murkey’, 
as some people would 
call it,” Monica said. 
“There were lots of fake 
things during the war, like 
the ‘mock marzipan’ 
women would put on 
their cakes. 

“Most neighbourhoods 
would also have had a 
plaster of paris cake 
cover, which would be 
passed around families 
for weddings, birthdays 
and occasions and it 
would look gorgeous and 
be all decorated. Then 
when you lifted it up, 
underneath would be a 


tiny little cake with soggy 
icing.” 

Rations were allowed 
according to the number 
of people in the family, 
what they did and how 
old they were and recipes 
during the war were all 
written with a range of 
quantities, said Monica, 
to accommodate for the 
varying rations. 

Whatever the time of 
year though, the meat 
rations were always very 
small, Monica explained, 
and meat was the only 
thing rationed by how 
much it cost, so people 
would opt for breast of 
lamb over a beef joint as 
you would get more for 
your money because of 
the cut. 

Monica said fluffy 
roasties on Christmas 
Day would also be out of 
the picture as families 
could not afford to waste 
fat on cooking roast 
spuds, so instead would 
just have boiled potatoes. 

In the week leading up 
to Christmas there was a 
chance people might 
have been lucky enough 
to have double the 
amount of sugar to make 
cakes and puddings. 

Monica said: “A recipe 
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for Christmas pudding 
containing 4oz sugar 
would use half of one 
person’s sugar ration for 
one week. But sacrifices 
had to be made.” 

Lemons were 
impossible to find so the 
cake and pudding recipe 
would instead require 
lemon flavouring. “They 
produced a lot of 
chemical flavourings 
during the war to make 
things less bland.” 

And the pastry for the 
mince pies would also 
have been different to 
what we know today. 

Monica said: “Before 
the war about 60 per cent 
of our food was imported 
and about 80 per cent of 
wheat was for bread. 
Bread was just so 
precious, so there were all 
sorts of tactics to 
maximise the bread you 
had.” 

She said families were 
recommended to fill up 
on potato before offering 
bread and also to let it go 
a little stale to enable 
thinner slices to be cut. 

“So to save on wheat 
flour in pastry you would 
used potato instead of 
flour, either raw grated or 
cooked and mashed. 
Some people would also 
use oats instead of flour.” 

Eggs were another 
luxury and often replaced 
in cake recipes with sticky 
marmalade or black 
treacle to bind things 
together. 

“Sometimes you would 
get two eggs a week with 
your rations but 
sometimes you might be 
lucky to get one egg every 
month. When the 


Americans brought over 
the dried egg powder in 
1942 it helped the cooks a 
great deal.” 

But whether it be 
Christmas, Easter, 
birthdays or just dinner 
on a Friday night, the 
women in the kitchen - as 
it predominantly was - 
had to use their 
imagination and work 
with what they had. 

“Women had to be 
creative with cookery. 
They were very much 
doing it on a shoestring,” 
Monica said. 

“Most people would 
have been totally thrown 
by it and not been able to 
cope at all. And other 
people would have found 
it a challenge but they 
would have been able to 
deal with it. I think it took 
some getting used to.” 

Monica said rationing 
also resurrected a lot of 
traditional recipes from 
the 18th century using 
potatoes and carrots and 
it also created a wave of 
sharing acts in the 
community where people 
would swap recipes and 
tips through radio 
programmes and leaflets. 

She said: “I really think 
we could take aspects of 
what people did then and 
apply it now. 

“Make your own food 
instead of buying ready 
made - it’s so much more 
economical and you can 
tailor it to your taste. 
There was a lot less waste 
then than what families 
waste now. 

“They also made their 
own decorations and toys 
as well. Homemade cards, 
wall decorations and 


games for youngsters are 
all things we could do. 

“During the war people 
were encouraged to grow 
their own food - that’s the 
whole Dig for Victory 
concept. And it’s 
something that’s become 
popular again now so 
families should embrace 
it.” 

Rationing didn’t just last 
until the end of the war 
but continued for another 
nine years. Monica said as 
time went on cooks had to 
face ever-increasing 
challenges of making do 
with what was available. 

“In 1939 it wasn’t that 
bad but it gradually got 
more and more difficult 
and the period after the 
war was more difficult 
than during the war with 
greater food shortages. 

“Just because it wasn’t 
rationed didn’t mean it 
wasn’t readily available. 

“People would get 
excited when they saw 
queues outside shops. 
Many women would just 
join the queue in hope 
that something good was 
at the other end - an 
ingredient had arrived 
that the town hadn’t seen 
for a while. 

“Emotionally and 
psychologically it was 
tough for people. The 
initial thing of thinking it 
will soon be over was 
dashed as it just kept on 
going for nine years. But 
people got on with it and 
dealt with it. 

“They had fun, made 
Christmas a special 
occasion and it’s 
something we should 
learn from during tough 
economic times.” 


Wartime recipe for Christmas pudding 


An example of a typical 
wartime Christmas pudding 
using rations: 

1 cup flour 

1 cup breadcrumbs 

1 cup sugar 

Vi cup suet 

1 cup mixed dried fruit 

1 teaspoon mixed sweet 

spice 

1 cup grated potato 


1 cup grated raw carrot 

1 level teaspoon bicarbonate 
of soda (dissolved) 

2 tablespoons hot milk 
Mix the ingredients together 
and boil or steam for four 
hours. 

How to make mincemeat for 
Christmas mince pies, as 
issued by the Ministry of 
Food: 


3 /4 lb fruit 
4oz apple 
4oz sugar 
4oz margarine 
2 tablespoons marmalade 
Vi teaspoon mixed spice 
Vi teaspoon cinnamon 
1 teaspoon ground nutmeg 
Va teaspoon salt 
6 tablespoons rum 
Vi teaspoon lemon flavour

School attack 
pair sentenced 


A MOTHER and daughter 
who beat up a woman near 
a primary school have been 
given suspended prison 
sentences. 

Carol Sloan, 57, and her 
daughter Katie, 29, had denied the 
attack but were last month found 
guilty by a jury at Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

Sentencing them, Judge John 
Holt said witnesses had been 
“appalled by the intensity of the 
attack”. 

Both women have lost their jobs 
because of the incident and are 
now permanently barred from 
working as care staff, the court 
heard. 

The pair were found guilty of 
assault causing actual bodily harm 
following an incident in Camps 
Road, Haverhill, last November. 

The victim was Charlene Mans¬ 
field, who had been on her way to 
collect her son from Place Farm 
Primary School, when she found 
her way was blocked by the 
Sloans. 

After Carol Sloan punched her 
and pulled the earrings out, Ms 
Mansfield told the jury that her 
face was clawed by fingernails 
before she fell to the ground, 
where Katie Sloan had joined in 
kicking her repeatedly. 

Ms Mansfield said she was 
pulled up and assaulted again, with 
the attack only coming to an end 
when another mother intervened.

Ms Mansfield said she suffered 
black eyes, scratches to her face 
and soft tissue injuries from being 
kicked in the head, as well as 
whiplash and torn earlobes. 

Carol Sloan, of Broadcroft 
Crescent, Haverhill, had claimed 
that Ms Mansfield had made 
offensive remarks about her 
disabled son Glen, 29, and she had 
only wanted to speak to her to 
explain the situation. 

Ms Mansfield denied making 
any remarks. She alleged that Ms 
Mansfield had aimed a punch at 
her and in trying to fend her off 
had accidentally caught a thumb 
in Ms Mansfield’s earring, which 
was pulled off but, had no other 
physical contact with her. 

Katie Sloan, of Castle Walk, 
Haverhill, claimed that she had 
been acting in self defence when 
she first tried to slap Ms Mansfield 
and then, while her glasses were 
dislodged, lashed out and struck 
her on the chin, which caused Ms 
Mansfield to fall to the ground. 
Both women denied kicking Ms 
Mansfield. 

During the trial, the jury heard 
from social services staff who 
witnessed the incident from 
nearby offices and other parents 
who were waiting to collect 
children from school. 

Ali Dewji, defending, said that 


Carol Sloan had no previous 
convictions and was of “excep¬ 
tionally good character”. 

She had for many years dealt 
with issues surrounding her 
disabled son without resorting to 
violence. 

Mr Dewji told the court: “She 
must have been under an 
appalling level of stress and to her 
discredit did lose control.” 

Greg Perrins, defending Katie 
Sloan, said she also had no 
previous convictions and had 
been described in references as 
kind, caring and hard working. 
Previous jobs had included 
working as a special needs 
teaching assistant, a relief worker 
for Mencap and as a nursing 
assistant. 

Mr Perrins said the effect on her 
family of her conviction had been 
severe and the incident had been 
a “one-off”. 

Judge Holt said Carol Sloan had 
“taken the lead” in the attack and 
had shown no remorse, while 
Katie Sloan, while taking a lesser 
role, had “egged on” her mother. 

Carol Sloan was sentenced to 12 
months’ imprisonment suspen¬ 
ded for 18 months and told she 
must complete 200 hours of 
unpaid community work. 

Katie Sloan was sentenced to 10 
months’ imprisonment sus¬ 
pended for 18 months and will 
have to complete 150 hours of 
unpaid community work.

turn. 

Cambridgeshire-born Katie 
Rowley Jones steps into the glass 
slippers as Cinders, while Any 
Dream Will Do finalist Lewis 
Bradley swaps his coat of many 
colours for a crown as a dashing 
Prince Charming. 

Newcomers Andy Spiegel and 
Adam Price are a wickedly 
brilliant double-act as the Ugly 
Sisters, often fighting back 
giggles as they deliver lines, and 
creating an unbeatable 
combination of dame and baddie 
rolled into one. 

Yet it’s Matt Crosby as Buttons 
who steals the show: his rapid- 
fire plot summary is more 
dizzying than ever and his 
slapstick scene with Baron 
Hardup (Steven Elliott) is 
sheer joy. 


Some of the best moments in 
panto are the comedy slip-ups, 
and the raucous flailing and 
unscripted laughing of the kitchen 
scene is surpassed only by the 
exquisite Three Degrees number 
with Buttons, Baron and 
Ferguson as the Fairy Godmother: 
a setup which is hilarious even 
before Ferguson takes a tumble 
down the Styrofoam steps then 
snags her dress on Buttons’s 
outrageous wig. 

The set, with its multiple 
backdrops - all exquisitely 
painted and adorned - deserves a 
huge mention, and though I 
should have stopped believing in 
fairytales 20 years ago, I could 
barely contain my glee at the 
sight of Cinderella’s impressive 
pumpkin carriage.

T HERE’S a sense throughout The 

Junction’s folksy, alternative Christmas 
show that this is theatre which not only 
entertains but nourishes: lighting a fire of 
imagination in its audience (young and old) 
and encouraging creativity rather than simply 
throwing us handfuls of glitter, slapstick and 
one-liners. 

Played out against a magical, snowy set, 
where props multi-task and actors slip in and 
out of roles before our eyes, NIE’s Hansel 
and Gretel is like an elaborate bedtime story, 
told to us through song and speech, using 
both puppets and people. 

A long time ago, the story begins, a 
country far away (‘somewhere in central 


Europe’) was gripped by a terrible famine. 
Deep in a forest, a family chew on the last 
sliver of onion skin and search their 
cupboards for old biscuit crumbs. But one 
day, a trip into the forest turns into a full¬ 
blown adventure for Hansel and Gretel when 
they discover they’ve been abandoned by 
their wicked stepmother and soon stumble 
upon a delicious gingerbread house - with a 
deceptively kindly owner. 

The on-stage instruments are a wonderful 
touch, conjuring up the haunting mystery of 
the forest and accompanying silly songs by 
turns. And the wonderful rapport between the 
actors and musicians, who quip and quibble 
and feed the running joke about where 


exactly their story is supposed to be set, helps 
break down the barrier between the stage and 
the audience and create a fun, friendly 
atmosphere. 

Carly Davis is particularly brilliant as the 
witch, displaying an expert cackle and a 
natural gift for comedy, and a glowering Mia 
Hawk does an excellent job of bringing back 
the classic ‘wicked stepmother’ of fairytale 
lore. 

A magical show which ventures deep into 
the traditions of storytelling, Hansel and 
Gretel is a delight for all ages and an 
intelligent alternative to the gaudy glitz which 
can often obscure the humble wonders of 
Christmas.

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OFT Investigates 12% 
rise in insurance costs 


FAIR trading chiefs this 
week launched a study 
into private motor 
insurance following big 
hikes in premiums in 
recent years. 

Announcing the study, the 
Office of Fair Trading (OFT) 
said evidence it had gathered 
suggested insurance 
premiums in the UK had 
risen around 12 per cent 
between 2009 and 2010. 

The OFT said it was also 
reckoned that premiums had 
gone up by a further 9 per 
cent in the first nine months 
of this year. 

It added that a key factor 
in these increases had been a 
rise in the costs associated 
with personal injury claims. 

However, the increased 
cost of third party non-injury 
claims, which include credit 
hire replacement vehicles 
and third party vehicle 
repairs, were also factors 
which had had a notable 
impact. 

The OFT went on: “As a 
result of this work, the OFT 
has reasonable grounds for 
suspecting that there are 
features of the UK’s private 
motor insurance market that 


restrict and distort 
competition relating to the 
provision of third party 
vehicle repairs and credit 
hire replacement vehicles to 
claimants.” 

The OFT said that, in 
particular, it had found that 
private motor insurers 
responsible for meeting 
third-party claims for credit 
hire replacement vehicles 
and/or vehicle repairs 
appeared to have only 
limited control over the 
choice of provider and 
appeared to find it difficult 
to assess the extent to which 
the costs claimed were 
reasonable. 

The OFT also found that 
rival private motor insurers, 
brokers and credit hire 
providers might therefore 
have had the opportunity, 
and the incentive, to carry 
out practices which allowed 
them to generate revenues 
through referral fees (paid to 
insurers for passing on 
details of accident victims to 
third parties) while inflating 
the costs that the third-party 
insurer had to meet. 

“This in turn may 
contribute to car owners 
having to pay higher 
premiums,” the OFT said. 


The Government is seeking 
ways to ban referral fees - a 
practice that justice minister 
Jonathan Djanogly has 
condemned as “a racket”. 

Sonya Branch, the OFT’s 
senior director of services, 
infrastructure and public 
markets, said: “Our concerns 
relate to the provision of 
third-party vehicle repairs 
and credit hire replacement 
vehicles to claimants, where 
we suspect companies may 
be competing to extract 
money from each other 
rather than keeping 
premiums as low as possible 
and providing car owners 
with value for money. 

“By carrying out a market 
study, we aim to clarify 
whether a market 
investigation reference to the 
Competition Commission is 
appropriate.’ 

The OFT expects to 
complete its market study by 
the spring. 

Nick Starling, the 
Association of British 
Insurers’ director of general 
insurance, said: “We are 
particularly encouraged that 
the OFT recognise the 
highly-competitive nature of 
the market and the scale of 
the personal injury problem 


facing motor insurers - 
something we have been 
arguing needs to be rectified 
for years. 

Shadow transport minister 
John Woodcock said: “With 
average insurance premiums 
at an eye-watering £921, 
motorists need urgent action 
so they are not priced off the 
roads. 

“Young people, in 
particular, face eye-watering 
average insurance costs of 
£2,400 a year, putting a huge 
barrier in the way of their 
ability to take up 
employment and training 
opportunities, particularly in 
rural areas.” 

He went on: “Motorists will 
welcome the OFT’s decision 
to investigate, but this been 
made necessary because of 
the Tory-led Government’s 
failure to take this issue 
seriously. 

“By rejecting out of hand 
our proposals to bring down 
insurance premiums by 
criminalising referral fees, 
outlawing unsolicited calls 
from claims companies and 
tightening the rules on 
whiplash claims, they have 
shown just how out of touch 
they are with the rising costs 
facing motorists.”
